PROMPT MEASURES NECESSARY TO RE-

Deplorable Condition of German OColo- 
nists in Russia—England’s Foreign

Lerpsic, March 8—-The discontent among 
the large number of unemployed workingmen 
in this city is spreading. There is no doubt 
that the fight between the moderate and ex- 
treme Socialists has much todo with the 
present troubles. The young party of 
gocialists are outspoken in their support of 
demonstrations, While the moderate depre- 
cate any attempt at violence and urge the 
workmen to take no part in overt acts 
against the constituted authorities. The 
oyarrél between the two fections grows in 
pitterness. In Leipsic the extremists find 
many supporters, and it is believed that 
unless repressive measures are taken at once 
trouble will follow the agitation now being 
carriedon. The agitators find good ground 
among the unemployed in which to sow the 
seed of discontent, and among the working- 
men there is a feeling thatthe government is 
entirely responsible for the sufferings they 
are undergoing. This may be true in a meas- 
ure, but trade conditions have as much, if 
not more, to do with the present troubles. 

On sunday last several hundred of the 
workmen attempted to hold meetings at 
which some of the speakers denounced the 
Government and calied upon the working- 
men toassert their manhood and force the 
authorities to do something to relieve their 
distress. The riff-raff of the city was of 
course present ard no Httle disorder was 
manifested, but the police found no difficulty 
inbreaking up the meetings and quiet was + 
soon restored. The Socialist agitators con- 
tinued their arguments whenever the oc- 
casion offered in beer shops and other places | 
where the unemployed congregated, and 
finally it was determined to attempt to hold 
a meeting to-day in the market place. Con- 
sequently a largs number of the men out of 
work gathered at the place designated, many 
of them attending simply because they had 
nothing else to do and not because they de- 
sired to defy the authorities. Several speeches 
had been made whena large force of mounted 
police appeared and ordered the c d to 
disperse. There was some little threat of 
resistance and a few of the leaders called 
upon the men not to be driven by the hire- 
lings of the’ Emperor, but the crowd mani- 
fested *no great desire to bring about a 
eoliision and the police had little trouble in 
clearing the market place.

FOOD DISTRIBUTED TO VIENNA’S UNEMPLOYED 
—BRIEF MENTION. 


VIEwNA, March 8.—Trains arriving in Vienna 
from villages in Lower Austria are crowded 
with indigents hurrying to obtain-a sbare of 
the relief. -Fourteen thousand loaves of 
bread were distributed in Vienna on 
Sunday. Charitable ladies donated 
heaps’ of clothing. Several accidents 
occurred during the distribution. 
Three thousand applicants for relief received 
nothing and went away grumbling. The 
police fear that the continuance of the dis- 
tribution of relief will lead to disorder. The 
indiscriminate distribution of free bread in 
that city is having the effect of making work- 
men lazy. Some large factories are now un- 
able to engage a sufficient number of laborers 
to carry On Sperations. In many cases it has 
been found that persons receiving free bread 
have afterward bartered it for gin. 


CROWN AND CASH. 

BERLIN, March 8.—The Duke of Cumberland 
rejected the conditions of non-hostility to 
Germany ,imposed in the negotiations for the 
Guelph fund, onthe ground that the condl- 
tions were tantamount to renunciation of his 
claims to the throne of Hanover. The Hano- 
verian Courier says thatif the Duke continues 
obstinate the Landtag will ignore him and 
simply decide how best to apply the fund for 
the’ public benefit.

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THE LAW SATISFIED. 


Charles Wall Hanged for the Murder of 
His Wife in 1891

THE CRIME A PARTICULARLY BRUTAL 
AND ATROCIOUS ONE. 


T. W. Tolbert Killed by His Daughter’s 
Traducer—A South Carolina Tragedy— 
White Caps Dose Sid Green With Tar 
and Feathers— Train Robber Myers 
Must Lose a Leg. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 8.—Charles Wall 
was hanged in the prison yard of the Wyom- 
ing County Jail at Tunkhannock at 10:22 
o’clock this morning for the murder of his 
wife in July, 1891. In his cell all the 
morning Wall laughed and joked (for 
over two hours before his execution. 
He indulged in profane remarks 
also. He gave no sign whatever of sorrow or 
repentance, claiming all the time that he 
was innocent and knew nothing of the crime. 
He said he was sober atthe time the murder 
was Committed, but was dazed with sickness, 
believing that he had been poisoned before 
he left home, and was not. responsi- 
ble for what he did when he 
returned. Wall and his wife 
lived in Center Moreland township and had 
only been married two months. Wall was 
jealous and quarreled with his wife, alleging 
undue intimacy upon her part with Butler 
Wall, his nephew. Wall went to town and 
his wife, not expecting him home, went toa 
neighbor’s to pass the night. Wall returned 
during the night intoxicated, and not finding 
his wife smashed all the furniture and dishes 
in the house. He then went tothe house of 
John Smith, where his wife was in bed with 
her sister, and attempted to cut her throat 
with a knife, but only succeeded in 
wounding her § slightly. Mrs. Smith 
and her daughter also received slight 
cuts, Mrs. Wallthen wenthome. Wall soon 
followed, securing an axe onthe way. Mrs. 
Wall saw him coming, and fearing he would 
do harm ran out of the house ana started to 
crossalot. She had only gone a short dis- 
tance when she fell, and Wal), who was fol- 
lowing her, ran up and drove the axe into 
herhead. He struck her the second time 
and left her lying dead. was arrested 
and confessed the crime. When he came up 
fortrialon Nov. 9 he entered a plea of not 
guilty on account of insanity. He was con- 
victed, however, and sentenced to 
hanged,

JINGOISM’S CHANCE. 


Behring Sea Negotiations Regarded as a 
Godsend. 


OUR STURDY TARS WILL OUTDO THE 
CHILIAN WAR GLORIES. 


Some Believe Lord Salisbury Is Having 
Fun With Mr. Blaine—Gen. Scofield Has 
a Close Cali—Reversion of the Ways 
and Means Chairmanship — Congres- 
sional Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., March 8.—The meeting 
ofthe Cabinet to-day was devoted almost 
entirely to the consideration of the Behring 
Sea question with a view of decidingona 
plan of action in case Great Britain adheres 
to its refusal to renew for the pres- 
ent season, pending arbitration, the 
modus vivendi of last year. There was 
a smaller attendance than usual, 
owing to the absence of Secretary Blaine and 
the absence from the city of Secretaries 
Foster and Noble. While the matter was 
thoroughly discussed, it is understood that 
no definite plan of action was determined 
upon, Itissaid that action was postponed 
until the next meeting, in the hope 
that the Cabinet would then 
have the benefit of Mr. Biaine’s counsel, 
As Mr. Blaine has so far handled all the dip- 
lomatic correspondence pertaining to the 
Behring Sea question, it is regarded as an 
absolute essential that he should be consult- 
ed at least if not take entire charge of the 
present phase of the controversy. A 
gentleman thoroughly familiar with the 
question at issue says that the 
Navy Lepartment regards the recent devel- 
opments of the Behring Sea question with 
great satisfaction. Asin the dark days of the 
Chilian trouble it sees a possible chance of at 
least a naval parade, if not something better 
suited to the taste of every man in the 
service. 

It takes very little to start war talk in 
Washington and Lord Salispury’s ultimatum 
that he will not consent toa renewal of the 
modus vivendiin Behring Sea has proved 
sufficient, The fire eating lMeutenants are 
already speculating on the necessity of 
Uncle S@#m sending a force of vessels to the 
northern waters to protect the seals in 
Behring Sea and Keep off the poachers. 

Itis not by any means oop 4 thought 
that there will be any trouble with England 
over this matter. The impression seems to 
be that Lord Salisbury is simply having some 
fun with Mr. Blaine and pregoese to Keep it 
up for sixty days until the present modus 
vivendi ceases, Mr. Blaine originally was 
not in favor of a modus vivendi. 
He proposed, and the President disposed of 
the proposition ,that the poachers be allowed 
——e within twenty-five miles of the rook- 
erles. 

There is good reason to believe that the 
Navy Department feels that there isa busy 
time ahead for its cruisers. A naval officer is 
authority for the information that there are 
now nine vessels, all in serviceable condi- 
tion, available for Behring Sea duty. These 
are the Baltimore, the Charleston, the Mo- 
hican and the Adams, now at Mare Island; 
the Boston and the Yorktown, en rotte from 
the South to San Francisco; the 8an Francis- 
co at Honolulu, the Ranger in Lower Call- 
fornia, and the Thetis at Sitka, Alaska, 

If these vessels have nothing else. to do but 
capture sealers they will more than 
enough for the purpdse, but England has 
seven formidable vessels in Pacific waters 
and a fleet of fifteen others on the China sta- 
tion that can be sent to Behring Sea as 
quickly as we can get dursthere. The Amer- 
ican navy would cut@ pretty lame figure in 
its efforts to seize English sealing vessels if 
England should attempt to interfere, as she 
slp gy would.

Ihe first witness called was Henry Appel, 
who testified that he lived at 3360 South Sec-

@ number of years. Had not seen him since 
last summer. Deceased was a peddier by 
Occupation and was unmerried. Witness 
did not know anything about the tragedy in 
Ouddy Mack’s. 

Officer Wm. Stinger of the Third District 
was then placedon the stand, He testified 
that about 7:40 o’clock Sunday evening Leo 
Obristian came running up Broadway to 
Sixth, near Oarr street, where witness and 
Sergt. John Shore were standing. On reach- 
eing them Christian had cried out: 

‘A man has just been murdered in Cuddy 
Mack’s place?’ 

Witness and Sergt. Shores had at once hur. 
ried to Cuddy Mack’s place. As they reached 
the doora man named Tommy Norton had 
come out and hurriedaway. A second man 
named Mark Carr ha also come out 
at that time and been placed ,under 
arrest. Then COuddy Mack, or John 
McGillicuddy, had aiso come out and was 
promptly arrested. The witness and 

rgt. Shores had then entered the 
saloon. They found the body of a 
man. lying in the side hallway on 
the steps near the back door, They also 
found biood onthe floor and biloodstains on 

he wall of the saloon. The man named Mark 
arrhad stated that the man who killed 
Behrand wore a light spring overcoat anda 
Derby hat, but that he cid not know his 
name. Nearly all those in the saloon had 
been placed under arrest but Cuddy Mack 
had escaped as the officers were placing the 
murdered man’s body in the patrol wagon. 
DETECTIVE SMITH’S STORY, 
Detective Smith testified that he had been 
ent tothe sceneof the killing by Chief of 
Vetectives Desmond, with several other af- 
icers. Two men foundin the saloon named 


from his chair dead, The man who shot him, 
as described, wasa heavy-set, smooth- faced 
man, weighing about 160 or 170 pounds, and 
wore a light.spring overcoat, Witness did 
not know the man and did not know Jack 
Tracy. 

THE PIANO PLAYER. 

Leo Christian of 1011 North Broadway testi- 
filed that he saw the shooting in Cuddy 
Mack’s and could identify the man who did 
it. Did not know the man’s name, but would 
know his face. He was smooth-faced, heavy 
set, and wore a light overcoat and black 
derby hat. Witness was told that Jack 
EeaGy was the man who haa done the shoot- 


ng. 

Sergt. Shore of the Third District was then 

laced on the stand and testified tothe same 
acts as already stated by Officer Stinger. 
When witness had reachedthe scene of the 
shooting oy! Mack was standing near the 
dead body of Wm. Behrend and tness had 
said to him: P 

‘*This is a bad state of affairs!*’ 

Cuddy Mack had replied in abusive 
language, indicating that he thought the 
witness was interfering with his business. 
Cuddy Mack had been placed under arrest, 
but while officers were placing the murdered 
man’s body in the patroi wagon he had said: 

**T must have a drink!’’ 

He had then gone to the bar, and when the 
officers looked around for fim afterwards it 
wasfound that he had é@scaped. The evi- 
dence in the inquest closed with Sergt. 
Shore’s testimony. 

TRACEY HELD RESPONSIBLE. 

The jury retired and od yr: tly returned 
with a verdict declaring that ‘‘Wm,. Behrend 
came to his death at about 7:30 p. m., March 
6, at John McGillicuddy’s saloon, 1015 North

'| serious violations of law by the officers of 


the law take the, trouble to inform the 
Grand-jury. If such citizens communi- 
cate directly with the foreman of the 
Grand-jury, telling him what material 
facts they can swear to, he can have them 
‘summoned, even when the Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney would gladly bar them out 
and suppress their testimony, 

Almost every important provision of the 
dramshop law is violated by officers of the 
law themselves, or with their connivance 
and consent, and if the Grand-jury will 
thoroughly investigate this branch of the 
subject they will discover that most of the 
saloonkeepers are more obedient to the law 
than those who are charged with the offi- 
cial duty of enforcing it. : 

Beginning with willful violations of the 
law by the Oollector there are hundreds 
of citizens who can testify about saloons 
planted in residence blocks contrary to 
law and in official disregard of majority 
remonstrances. The police authorities, 
if summoned and asked a few direct ques- 
tions, can tell how the provisions of the 
law are nullified with reference to disor- 
derly saloons and the revocation of li- 
censes granted to law-breakers and keep- 
ers of criminal resorts. Councilmen AN- 
DERSON, ARNSTEIN and BENSIEK, if sum- 
moned,can tell how Collector ZIEGENHEIN 
has officially stated to a Council commit- 
tee that he utterly disregards and nullifies 
the petition and remonstrance prdVisions 
of the statute throughout the greater part 
of the city and issues licenses contrary to 
law everywhere exceptin a certain small 
and rather ‘‘select’’ district. 

By summoning the City Register the 
Grand-jury can ascertain how many and 
how few of the licensed saloons have filed 
the $2,000 bond required by State law be- 
fore any license shall be issued or renewed, 
Such bond is the State’s best security 
against violations of law by saloon-keepers, 
and against the persistence of a saloon- 
keeper in running an unlicensed bar in a 
criminal resort after his license has been 
revoked ora renewal has been refused, as 
in ‘*Cudcy Mack’s’’ case. 

For every license issued in disregard of 
the section relating to pétitions, the Col- 
lector is liable to a State fine of $500 for the 
use of the County School Fund, and it is 
the duty of the Circuit Attorney to prose- 
cute the Collector for every such violation 
and tosee that the School Fund gets the 
money. 

Forany violation of the provisions of 
art. 1 by any person a fine of $200 may be 
imposed, and sec. 4584 makes it the sworn 
duty of ‘‘every civil officer and every officer 
of incorporated cities and’’ towns to in- 
form the Grand-jury if he knows of any 
violation of any section of art.1 ot the 
dramshop law. 

If all the information possessed by offi- 
cials and citizens is laid before the Grand- 
jury there will be a tremendous list of in- 
dictments against officials, and the School 
Fund will get the biggest ‘‘lift’’ it has had 
from fines for many a year.

COTTON’S COMPLAINT. 

Holloway was put on the stand himself 
by Attorney krum as soon as Judge 
Withrow took up the tria. of 
habeas corpus petition in the 
afternoon.

A CITY’S INCORPORATION UPHELD zy 
THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


An Interesting Batch of Opinions Handed 
Down by the Court—-A Woman With. 
Grievance Against Judge Withrow— 
Mrs. Amelia Thiemeyer’s Suit for 
2 ena ate: Court News. 


The Court of Appeals handed down a do. 
cision to-day of much importance to the in. 
habitants of the city of Thayer, Mo,, 
which has been much mixed up 
in its city government in con- 
sequence of a decision of the 
Circuit Court of Oregon County. The case in 
question is the State of Missourt, at the re. 
lation of T. J. Brasswell, Prosecuting At. 
torney of Oregon County, against 
8. o. Tucker, Mayor of the 
city of Thayer, Mo., and is 
quo warranto proceeding to oust the Mayor 
from office on the ground that Thayer had 
never been legally incorporated asa city of 
the fourth class, . 

The opinion submitted by the Court 
of AD to-day sets forth 
that the judgment of the lower 
court sustained the writ of quo warranto 
and entereda judgment of ouster against, 
the Mayor. Not only did the Oregon 
County Court oust the Mayor of Thay. 
er from office, recites the opin- 
ion, but deciared the organization 
of the city itself dissolved. The grounds of 
the judgment as shown by the record in the 
case were that the town of Thayer had been 
previously incorporated by the County Court 
of Oregon Oounty as a village, and that it 
had never been legally disincorporated, and 
that a pretended order of the County Court 
disincorporating it was void for want o 
jurisdiction. 

An examination of the record, the opinion 
states, shows that the town of Thayer was 
incorporated ag a village by the County 
Court of Oregon Oounty at its November 
term of 1889. The Appellate Court holds, 
however, that the incorporation of the town 
as a Village was vold for want of certainty in 
the description of its boundaries. This being 
so, it is held that it& was not nec. 
essary to have the village disincorporated 
in order toenable the inhabitants to proceed 
to have the town incorporated as a city. 

**Itis therefore,’* concludes the opinion, 
‘*quite unmaterial whether the order of dis. 
incorporation was valid or void. If void it 
was merely the void disincorporation of a 
void corporation. We therefore conclude 
that the town of Thayer is properly incor. 
porated as a city of the fourth 
Class, and as the right of the 
defendant to hold office as Mayor of the said 
city is not challenged on any other ground, 
we must conclude that the judgment of the 
Circuit Court fs erroneous, ® judgment is 
therefore reversed and the cause remanded 
with directions to enter judgment for the de- 
fendant. isso ordered, All judges con- 
cur,’’ 

The opinion was written by Judge Seymour 
D, Thompson.

RACED 100: OFTEN. 


An English Writer's View of American 
‘Thoroughbreds. 


SULLIVAN AND MITCHELL NOT LIKELY 
TO BE MATCHED. 


Jim. Corbett Agrees to Meet the Big Fel- 
low, But Sullivan’ Wants to Try for a 
Match With Slavin or Mitchell Before 
Answering the Californian—Sporting 


News in General. 


If an English trainer were to propose to run 
one of the Hermit tribe fifty-nine times ina 
season, he would be accounted mad; but that 
is whatthey did in America with Lizzie, a 
8-year-old daughter of St. Blaise, and she 
won seven races says a special writer inthe 
London Sportsman. More striking still, how- 
ever, was the case of Belisarius, a 4-year-old 
gelding by St. Blaise, who ran forty-five 
times and wontwenty. St. Florian, the best 
2-year-old by St. Blaise ld@st season, started 
twenty-four times and |won seven $37,825, 
and La Tosca, S&t. Blaise’s champion 
3-year-old filly, won sixteen times out of 
twenty-one, and the 4-year-old Chesapeake 
thirteen times out of thirty. The 2-year-old 
Flattery won ten times out of twenty-nine; 
but the most extraordinary case of all was 
that of Ed. Marks, by St. Blaise, out @f 
Peeress. This 2-year-old ran forty times 
without winninga single race. He was five 
times second, five times third, and thirty 
times unplaced. Altogether, forty-six sons 
and daughters of St. Blaise ran 703 times, 
won 140 races, were 115 times second, 87 
times third, and 861 times unplaced; the 
amount secured in stakes being $154,165. It 
will thus be seen ‘that St. Blaise has bad to 
play second fiddle to the veteran sire Long- 
fellow, to whose stock and their extraordin- 
ary performances I drew attention last Sat- 
urday, but it must be remembered that Mr. 
Belmont’s death rendered voig many of the 
richest engagements of St. Blalse’s stock, so 
that the large amount won cannot be deemed 
other than satisfactory. 

What will strike all Engtish readers, how- 
ever, is the astounding number of times 
which American horses are called upon to 
runand prove capable of running. Itisno 
use running away with the old pessimistic 
craze that horses abroad are bred more 
with a view to soundness than in 
this country. St. Blaise is a horse imported 
from this country to America, where his 
stock prove equal to running in the manner 
of which I have givena few details. it was 
thought at first that this might not be so, but, 
says the Spirit of the Times, ‘‘the doubt which 
usec! to be constantly raised about the get of 
St. Blaise—whether they would train on—has 
been effectually settied once and for ever.’’ 
The question is, what would happen to 
a man who tried to run a ~=son of 
St. Blaise fifty-nine times in a season, 
in this country, or who started a 
two-year-old by St. Blaise forty losing races? 
Earth tracks in America have much of course 
to do with horses not suffering from hard 
ground. This, and this only, saves their legs 
atall, but lIshrewdly suspect that there are 
plenty of American owners and .trainers who 
send their horses tothe post so long as ever 
they have alegtostandon, just as we may 
see some limping cab horse still urged on to 
his daily task, 


RAIDED BY THE POLICE. 
CnhicaGo, lll., March 8.—The rooms of the 
‘‘Mercantile Telegraph Co,’’ 267 and 269 
Clark street, were raided by the police yes- 


terday and those inthe place put under ar- 


rest. Bets were being made on the Gutten- 
burg and Gloucester races, and a good bus- 
iness was being done, no bet for less than $5 
being taken. The bets were not made inthe 
regulation way. The speculatorg instead 
of buying pool tickets purchased money or- 
ders, which they telegraphed to a pool-room 
at St. Paul, where the money so telegraphed 
was placed on the horses named in the mes- 
sage, and where the horses won the betters 
would receive in returna money order for 
the amount won by them, The men arrested 
were alldriven through the streets to the 
stationin patrol wagons. They gave bond 
and will be given a hearing on March 16, 

The ‘‘Mercantile Telegraph Co.’’ had just 
opened its Chicago office. It does, or at least 
did, intend to open up Its St. Loults office next 
Thursday. The officeisat 212 North Eighth 
street and the race entries and 
betting were not to be posted 
by the company, but by an 
adjoining saloon. The managers Were con- 
fident that they. are within the lines laid 
down by the law, and that the Dusiness Is 
perfectly legitimate under the Missouri and 
lllinols statutes. They havetaken legal ad- 
vice which backs them up, but it is apparent 
that the Chicago authorities consider the 
plan a violation of the law. 


CHINN ON STARTING HORSES. 

Col. Jack P. Chinn, who does the starting 
at the course across the river, attributes his 
success to certain set rules to which he 
strictly adheres. Speaking of starting horses 
he remarked the otlfwmdiay: ‘‘In the first 
place you must impressthe riders with the 
fact that you are doing the starting and not 


theiremployers. Then make it a pointto 
have the riders of favorites understand that 
you are not going to protect them exclusively, 
and thata 20tolshot hasas much right to 
protection as the favorite. The public 
has come to the conclusion that 
the starter must protect the favorite at the 
expense of every other horse in the race, and 
that if he does not it will hurt the course. 
The jockey also gets this idea in his head and 
the result is he thinks it is natural that the 
fiag should not fall unless he isin front or 
very close up. Now, of course, those who 
beck the favorite must be protected, but not 
at the costiof the owners and backers of the 
other horses. Half the trouble you witness 
at the start, especially out West, is not due 
to troublesome horses, but to the class of 
riders here, some of Whom would not be per- 
mitted to ride a goat inthe Kast. Some of 
these boys would set an ordinary man crazy, 
and I admit I was pretty far gone in that 
direction myself the first few weeks I han- 
died a flag. But of course I got used to it 
and now I know how to punish the rascals. 
A start Leffected in a handicap the other day 
is something you don’t witness every day on 
a track. The field of seven was lined up 
fairly well excepting one, John Irwin, who 
was in front about a length when they broke. 
I yelled to the rider of John Irwin to halt, 
and, when I saw that he was pulling up, 
dropped the flag. The rest of.the field were 
on to him before he could reverse himself 
and one of the prettiest starts witnessed dur- 
lag the present meeting resulted.’’ :

He also 
states that he is not allowed to take less than 
three pounds of yeast per day according 
to his contract, but when he wishes more 
than three pounds he is permittedto make 
the purchase. He seems to be _ generally 
dissatisfied with the management of the 
company and gives these reasons for being 
sO.

DR. BAKER FREE. 
The Jury Rendera Verdict of Not Guilty 
After a Few Hours’ Deliberation. 
ABINGDON, Va., March 8.—Yesterday after- 
noon the jury in the Baker alleged wife- 
poisoning case rendered a verdict of ‘‘not 
guilty.’’ They had been out since noon. 


When they came into court and took thelr 
seats the Judge said: ‘‘Have you agreed ona 
verdict, gentlemen?’’ 

**We have.’’ 

‘*John A. Baker,stand up,’’ said the Judge. 
The verdict wasthen read. ‘*We, the jury 
find the prisoner not gulity.’’ 

Then acheer that shook the Court-house and 
a half hour spent in congratulating the free 
man closed the most sensational trial in the 
history of Virginia. 

This is the second time that Dr. John A. P. 
Baker has been on trial for the crime of pois- 
oning his wife. 

The facts which furnished the clew upon 
which Dr. Baker was arrested on the charge 
of poisoning his wife were revealed in a curi- 
ous way. ‘they were brought to light last 
May. Sometime after the deathand burial 
of his wife, during the process cf house clean- 
ing at the doctor’s residence, in moving some 
furniture about, some old letters were scat- 
tered upon the floor. The curiosity of the 
housekeeper induced her to read them, 
They were from the wife of a prominent citl- 
zen of Abingdon, Mr. W. R. Gilmer, and ad- 
dressed to Dr. Baker. They contained enough 
to show not only the existence of an unlawful 
intimacy between the pair,but an intimation 
that Mrs. Baker, who had been dead sume 
months, was poisoned by her husband. 
Further than this, the contents of the letters 
made it apparent that an attempt totake the 
life of Mr. Gilmer had been made by similar 
means, and had only failed by accident. 

Dr. Baker and Mrs. Gilmer were both in- 
dicted. Mrs. Gilmer, to save herself, ‘be- 
came the chief witness for the State. On the 
witnessrstand she confessed all, telling the 
story of the _ plot to put Mr. 
Gumer out of the way, Sosheandthe doctor 
could be married. When the warrant for her 
arrest was served she confessed the crime to 
her brother. 

The attempt to poison Mr. Gilmer was made 
while he was llland under treatment of his 
brother, who is a physician, but he was 
saved through the suspicions of his brother 
being aroused that the medicine he was giv- 
ing his patient was being tampered with. 

Several of the letters from Mrs. Gilmer to 
Dr. Baker have been publishedin the Post- 
DISPATCH. Those written by the doctor to 
Mrs. Gilmer were destroyed by her. 

All the above facts came out at the first 
trialof Dr. Baker last August, when he was 
convicted of murderin the first degree and 
sentenced to be hanged in November,
